ORDER 

(Passed on this 27th day of March, 1998) 

•This case relates to a proposal from the Mormugao Port Trust (MOPT) for amendments to the footnotes under Part- 
I of Section-B in the Scale of Rates under heading ‘Pilotage Fees and Shifting Charges. ’ 

2.1 The footnotes in reference relate to provisions about shifting/unberthjing of vessels. According to the Scale of Rates, 
there shall be no charges for any shifting/iinberthuig done for ‘port convenience. ’ A mere reference of ‘port convenience’ 
without a specific definition of the expression has been seen to cause (avoidable) confusion. Hence the proposal to elaborate the 
footnote (b) by adding a detailed definition of the expression ‘port convenience’. 

2.2 The other footnote in reference is about beithing/unberthing of vessels at berths 3,4,5 and 6. Consequent upon leasing 
out of berths 3 and 4 to M/s. Western India Shipyard Limited, and decommissioning of berths 5 and 6, a need has arisen for an 
amendment to this footnote. It has been stated by the port trust that, in the context of the decommissioning of berths 5 and 6, 
mooring buoys 5 and 6 will be withdrawn. In the event, there will be no need for the footnote at all. Hence the proposal to delete 
the footnote (c). 

3. This case was considered by the Authority in its Eighth Meeting today. In the light of the reasons advanced, with the 

approval of the Board of Trustees, by the MOPT, its proposal for amending the footnotes under Part-I of Section-B in the Scale 
of Rates under heading ‘Pilotage Fees and Shifting Charges’ is approved as follows :— 

(i) The existing footnote (b) will be replaced by the following : 

‘ ‘ Any operation as above performed for the convenience of the port shall not be charged. 

Port convenience is defined to mean any of the following.— 

(a) If a working cargo vessel at berth or any vessel including transhippers at anchorage/mooring buoys is 
shifted/unberthed for undertaking dredging work/hydrographic survey work or for allotting a berth for the 
dredger or for attending to repairs to berths, maintenance and such other similar works for which shifting 
is necessitated, such shifting s hall be treated as ‘ ‘ SHIFTING FOR PORT CONVENIENCE. ’ ’ The shifting 
made to reposition such shifted vessels(s) shall also be treated as ‘ ‘ SHIFTING FOR PORT CONVE¬ 
NIENCE.” 

<b) If a working cargo vessel is shifted from berth to accommodate, on ousting priority vessels which are 
exempted from bearing the shifting charges, such shifting shall be treated as FOR PORT CONVE 
NIENCE. 

(c) Any other shifting can also be decided at the discretion of the Chairman/MOPT TO TREATED AS FOR 
PORT CONVENIENCE. 

(li) The existing footnote (c) will be deleted. 
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
